FROM MASSACHUSETTS.

Decision of the Supréeme Conrt en the
Liquor Law.

Bogron, Dec. 256.—The Buopreme Court has
decided that the enactment of the liguor license
law last winter did not repeal the law known as
the *‘liguor nuisance act,” or the 6th section of
the 87th chapter of the General Btatutes, which
i as follows:—*"All bulldings, places, or ten:-
menis resorted to for prostitution, lewdness, or
illegal gaming, or used for the sale of intoxi-
vating liquors, shall be deemed common nui-
sances.” This law, it is well 2nown, allows the
prosecution of bolh occupsut aud owner of
buildings =0 used.

The decielon is quite a surprise, and an un.
pleasant one to muny parties who had been
ecomplained of under the act, and whosse cases
have awsited this deelston, All such eases
where convicticn has been recorded have now
been remanded for sertence, which 18 generully
60 and coste.  The particular case in question
was that of Jobhn Carpenter, who occuapled u
building in Fall River soud sold liquer without
license, His oounsel claimed that the conelod-
ing clanse of the license law, which revealed all
aols or purte of acts inconsistent with itself,
made null and vold the nulsance aot,

This view was taken by muny distriet attor-
neys after the passage of the License law, and a
great many f‘ouisanoce” cases o which prosecu
tion was begun under the prohlbitory law, were
nol prossed. Another point of interest was de-
clded in Carpenter’s case, He was prosecuted
for urllm{llquar without & license. His couusel
claimed that the Government most prove that
he bad no licanse, This point wis also carried
to the Supreme Court, which decided that in all
such cases the defendant must show that he has
a license,

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE.

The Trial of George 8. Twitchell, Jr,
FIGHTH DAY'S PROCERDINGS,

This morning anotner large crowd collected
about the doorwny, blocking the sidewalk and
rendering entrance into tha Conrt House a difdi-
cult undertaking, The prisoner, as berelofore,
nbk in the dock perfecily composed, and his
faithiul young frionds were beside him,

The jury, whe were ol course In custody all
yesterday, appeared well and as If none the
worse for conflopement; they were allowed to
bave the liberty of Independence Square,
guarded by Lhe officers, and this they took ad-
vaptage of, They looked reireshed, and as if
prepared to re-enter upon the lnvestigation of
this case with new vigor,

Mr. Mann asked the Court to permlt the ex-
peris employed by the defense to cut one of the
iwenty-nine spols of blood from the prisoner's
shirt for lnspection,

The Conrt granted the mollon, provided the
plece was oat oul in open coart, In the presenos
of all the experts with whom the clothes have
been left in charge.

number as the Munn distriet, At Mann's dewth
ithe election lor his successor was held in the
new district instead of the old, and at this elecs
tiop Mr, Menurd, the firat colored mun clalming
4 geat 1o the American Congress, was the He-
publican candidate, and holds that he received
& majority of the votes cust. The Committee
hug two points to scttle coucerning this par-
ticular complication. The firstis general, aud
aflects the tegality of the election in the whole
State of Louisiana. Violence and fraud, as 1s
well known, prevailed to a [feartnl extonw
throvghout the Siate, If this Is decided in
Menurd’s favor, then the new quésidon arises
